IT having been reported in some of the
papers in this State, that a promise had
been made by His Excellency Governor R.
K Sentttothe late tax payers® Convention,
to extend the time for the enllection of
taxes for 1871; I would say for the infor-
mation of all concerned, and for the pur-
pose of doing away with anyill effect
which such a réport might induce; and at
the same time to leave no excuse for non-
payment at the proper time; thatin confer-
ence with His Exgellency this morning,
he informed me that ke made no such
general promise as has been ascribed to
him. ’

His Excellency informs me that the
committee of the Tax-payers’ Convention
who waited upon him in reference to mat-
ters relating to the collection of taxes. af-
ter a discussion of the subject, decided
that November was the proper time for
collection of taxes in the upper counties;
but that in those counties where sea island
cotton is grown, payment. could not be
made until March, without racrifice.

Ilis Excellency, therefore, agreed to
suspend the collection from: those upon
the seaboard until that time; where they
were unable to pay sooner.

Persons desiring to avail themselves of
the benefits of this promise will be requir-
éd to file a petition with the County Au-
ditor previous to the time at which the
penalty attaches, accompanied by affida-
vits that returns from crops had not been

' received; snch petitions will be considered.

The public will, therefore, place no reli-
ance upon the report referred to, as I am
assured by IIis Excellency that no exten-
sions of time other than thosc mentioned,
will be granted.

The collection of taxes for this fiscal
year will commence on the 20th instant,
and continue natil 15th of January next:
after which time the penalties proscribed

| by law, will attach, and be strictly enfore-

ed.

County Treasurers will proceed at once
to enforce the collection of all delinquent
taxes for previous vears.
